The world’s tallest building has 
been open only a few weeks and 
already thousands of people have 
paid their four shillings apiece to 
ascend twelve hundred and fifty 
feet and gaze on the city far below. 

They see Fifth Avenue and 
Broadway as slender black ribbons 
cutting their way sharply through 
the man-made canyons ‘of the city. 

They see lilliputian motor-cars 
halting or moving forward in 
Sroups, appearing like a slow pro- 
cession, They see trains gliding 
along like worms and people as 
ants scarcely moving. -They sea 
Central Park's 843 acres looking no 
bigger than’a football. field, and 
neighbouring buildings, monaters 
of steel and stone when ‘viewed 
from below, dwarfed to insigni- 
ficance. ae 

The Greatest Thrill. 

Steamers of leviathan size rest at 
their wharves in, appearance like 
row-boats and the mighty Hudson 
shines like a thin silver ribbon, 

But the greatest thrill is to ob- 
serve the shadow of the State Em- 
pire Building lying across East 
River and over Brooklyn on: the 
farther side. : 

At night, millions of lighta—lines 
of them on all sides with Broadway 
marked a8 a kaleidoscope of flicker- 
ing colour.

Then 
they step to a alot in the wall and 
send their messages dropping down, 
down, down to the ground floor 
ready for the postman. :
